cause of a clerical error made by 
head coach Jack Single. 
Community college regulations 
required schools to turn in a fact 
sheet posting their win-loss 
record and statistics by Feb. 19.

The rules state that without a

Fiscal crisis has halted Santa Ana Zoo's expansion

Santa Ana Zoo's 10-year 
multi-phased expansion plan 
has come to a halt because of 
the lack of funding. 

Adopted in 1990 by the 
Santa Ana city council, the 
master plan was designed to 
help the zoo create a unique 
identity in order to compete 
with popular local zoos. 


The original appropriation of 
$1 million, from private and 
public funds, completed the 
first of 10 phases, the 
"Amazon's Edge." 

However, the financial set- 
back has caused a revision of 
the original plans, according to 
Ron Glazier, zoo director. 

Upon its completion, the zoo 
will be the only one of its kind 
in the nation to feature a dis-

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Gulf War Veteran 
Matthew Clarke 
uses innovative 
tutoring methods 

to help the disabled.

He sits with his eyes closed 
and his hands at his sides. 

It’s his way of tutoring the 
blind from their perspective. 

While his techniques may 
seem innovative, they are 
really a common sense 
approach to teaching. 

You see, Matthew Clarke 

| can relate to disabilities. 

He has risen above tempo- 
rary paralysis and a rare 
blood disease. Clarke, a 40- 
year-old full-time student is 
a tutor at SAC’s math and 
disabled tutoring centers. 

Clark lives by the credo, 
“no student will fail,” 
instilled in him during his 15 
year spent in the Marine 
Corps. 

“An instructor will do 
anything to get the concept 
across,” says the father of 
four daughters. “Sometimes 
you need to create something 
new so the student will 
understand that concept.” 

And he has met the 
challenge of creating new 
tools for the students he 
helps. He is currently 
tutoring blind student Zoila 
Najera in chemistry. It’s 
difficult tutoring disabled 
students, “in the sense that 
the tools I require are few 
and far between. Most of the 
aids created are for sighted 
people,” Clarke says. 

Because of the lack of 
tutoring aids made for the 
blind, Clarke taught himself 
basic Braille in about 30 
minutes. Using a kit, he 
created a periodic table and 
molecular models for Zoila. 

When tutoring Zoila, 
Clarke attempts to explain

chemistry from an unsighted 
perspective. 

And he thinks the agreement 
to tutor is a moral one. 

“I pledge to teach you and I 
take that pledge seriously. I try 
110 percent — my hardest,” he 
says, spitting his chew into his 
ever present cup. 

His drive to teach and to 
learn stems from his years as a 
Marine. While stationed in the 
Antarctic he completed reading 
a biography of Albert Einstein 
and his unified field study. That 
night Clarke had an epiphany. 

“Tt was relatively warm - 
about 15 to 10 below zero. I 
laid on the snow ... and I could 
only see the black sky and the 
bright stars. For one split 
second I felt what Einstein was 
looking for. I realized that I am 
an entity of everything in the 
universe and equal to all 
things,” Clarke recalls. 

This revelation has helped 
him through some of the most 
difficult times in his life, 
including the injuries he 
sustained during the Gulf War. 
While in Kuwait City the area 
was bombed. He was thrown 
into the side of a hummer, 
breaking his back in two places 
and crushing his shoulder, as 
shrapnel pierced his right leg.

He was temporarily paralyzed 
and shipped home. 

His walk is almost perfect 
today, despite a minor limp, 
but his road to recovery was 
painful. 

“I had to work hard every 
day for conditioning,” the 
husband of 23 years reflects. 
“T used the Marine Corps 
ideology - give 110 percent, 
don’t accept failure, be 
assertive, take the initiative, 
and success is temporary until 
the next goal is determined.

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Paying for college reduces taxes 


STATE: Tax payers 
can claim college 
expenses and 
receive credit.

or taxpayers with modest 
Perens sending a kid to 

college in 1998 — or tak- 
ing college courses themselves 
— can take a chunk out of their 
income tax bills. 

To encourage college educa- 
tion, Congress established two 
education tax credits and an edu- 
cation savings account. The op- 
tions take effect in 1998 and are 
reported on your tax return next 
year at this time. 

Taxpayers can use either the 
Hope credit or the Lifetime 
Learning credit or take a with- 
drawal from their education sav- 
ings account — called the Edu- 
cation IRA. They can choose 
only one per tax year per student. 

The Hope credit is for taxpay- 
ers who have adjusted gross in- 
comes of less than $40,000 if 
single and $80,000 if married and 
filing jointly. 

Singles can claim a partial 
credit until their incomes reach 
$50,000, and marrieds can do so 
until their combined income 
reaches $100,000, according to 
national accounting firm Arthur 
Andersen. 

This credit is used during the 
first two years of a college, uni- 
versity or vocational school de- 
gree program. Taxpayers can take 
a credit of 100 percent of their 
first $1,000 of tuition or educa- 
tion expenses, plus 50 percent of 
their next $1,000 in expenses, for 
a total credit of $1,500. 

(That means your tax bill is cut 
by $1,500.) 

Taxpayers can use the credits 
for themselves, their spouses or 
dependents, for expenses paid 
and education started after Dec.

The second education tax credit 
is the Lifetime Learning credit, 
which applies to traditional stu- 
dents as well as their parents or 
other adults who return to school 
to sharpen b skills.

The Lifetime Learning credit is 
used for graduate and under- 
graduate study at qualified col- 
leges or universities.

of $5,000 a year. 

Taxpayers can use the Lifetime 
Learning credit whether they or 
their dependents are enrolled at 
least half-time in a degree pro- 
gram or simply taking classes to 
improve job skills. 

This credit applies to expenses 
paid and education started after 
June 30, 1998. The Lifetime 
Learning credit can be claimed 
for an unlimited number of years. 

The third option is to withdraw 
money from an Education IRA 
— a bit hard this year, consider-

The income limits for the Edu- 
cation IRA are much higher than 
for the two education tax credits. 

So higher-income taxpayers 
who can’t use the credits CAN 
use the IRA. 

The accounts grow tax-free. 
Withdrawals from the accounts 
also are tax-free, as long as they 
are used to pay college tuition, 
room and board, or other educa- 
tion expenses. 

If your child doesn’t use the ac- 
count by age 30, you must with- 
draw the money, and pay income 
tax and a 10 percent penalty on 
account earnings. 

However, if one child doesn’t 
use the account, you can transfer 
it to another child without pay- 
ing taxes or penalties.

“Although we are going 
through these changes, our ex- 
hibits will still remain small.

The plan also includes what 


Glazier calls the “long range 
plan." 

This includes upgrading the 
aviaries, building interpretive 
centers complete with graphics, 
animals and artifacts and cre- 
ating an education building 
with classrooms and an audi- 
torium. 

“We only use eight acres as 
it is,” said Glazier. 

‘After the renovation is done, 
we hope to use all 20 acres on 
exhibits to make a stronger 
impact on our visitors,” he said.

“There are 
people who went through a lot 
to play for him again.” 

However disappointed they 
may be, SAC’s administration 
and the lady Don’s support 
Single. There has been no for- 
mal reprimand for Single or as- 
sistant coach Clark Wilkerson. 

“Without a doubt, next season, 
Jack Single will be the head 
coach,” said Dobos. “‘He’s dedi- 
cated to those girls.”
